In one sense it always has and always will. 
But in 1948 many nations need Bibles with 
i. at desperate urgency with which they need 
food, medicine, clothing. 

Bibles are needed now for spiritual revival and, 
fin some cases, survival. 
Before the war many of these nations produced 
their own Scriptures. 
Others hitherto were supplied by the British 
and Foreign, and Scottish, Bible Societies, which 
at present are unable to serve them adequately. 
The above is particularly true of the war- 
ecked countries of Europe. 
‘Still other nations, with non-Christian cultures, 
e now clamoring for Bibles. This is particularly 
true of Japan, hitherto largely indifferent to the 
Sospel, but where now there seems to be an in- 
atiable thirst for it and where almost everyone

Here as elsewhere, America is the storehouse 
of hope. In 1948 only America can meet these 
urgent calls for immediate Scripture supplies for 
countries where Christian leaders, missionaries, 
military officers, governments and schools are 
appealing to America for them. 

Here is a “‘Marshall Plan” for the Churches to 
carry out. Like that of our State Department, 
the plan calls for a long-time program covering 
a period of years, but also for the immediate re- 
sponse to tragic need. 

This issue of the Bible Society. Record is de- 
voted principally to a report on some of those 
immediate needs, with suggestions as to how they 
may be promptly met. 

Expressed in dollars, the need is this: that in 
addition to the raising of the largest budget in 
its history for its regular work—$1,796,496—the 
Society must secure $2,500,000 additional for its 
“Bibles Now—World Recovery” Program. 

This can be done if (1) every friend of the 
Society will become a member and secure at 
least one other member and if (2) every local 
church will, over and above what it may now be 
giving to the Society, make an additional gift 
equal to ten cents for each member. Further de- 
tails as to how these gifts may be made are found 
on the back cover of this issue. 

The world needs Bibles now and is clamoring 
for them. Let American Christians gladly rise 
and meet this need!

Our Scriptures Reached Russia 


A sequel to the story “A Christmas Present for Russia,” published in the January issue, in which the 
Society's Treasurer and Superintendent of Publication presents the long history of the 
Society’s service for the Russian people and the present opportunity to 
expand that service as a contribution to a United World

ue S/S Dmitri Donskoy arrived in Murmansk in 

the last half of December 1947, bringing the 
American Bible Society’s Christmas gift of 10,000 
Russian Bibles, 5,000 Russian Testaments and 
Psalms, 100,000 Russian Gospels and 1,000 Ancient 
Greek Testaments to the churches and people of 
Russia. 

These Scriptures were presented by the American 
Bible Society, through Metropolitan Gregory of 
Leningrad and Novgorod, to Patriarch Alexei of 
Moscow on October 30, 1947—a gift on behalf of the 
thirty-five million Christians in the United States 
who contribute to its world-wide work. Being given 
a high priority, these books were in Russia before the 
Russian Christmas, which occurs on January 7th. 
Although it was not possible to distribute these books 
throughout Russia before Christmas, still it is good 
to know the books were in Russia before Christmas 
and that they are bringing the Christmas message— 
of good will to men—to the people of Russia from 
their millions of Christian friends in the United 
States. 

It is especially appropriate that such a gift should 
be made by the American Bible Society, for in 1816, 
when the American Bible Society was instituted, the 
Russian Bible Society, through Prince Galitzin, pres- 
ident of the Russian Bible Society and also the Pro- 
curator of the Holy Synod of the Russian Orthodox 
Church, sent the Society a cordial message of greeting 
and good will. Unfortunately, the Russian Bible 
Society, which was organized in 1814, was suppressed 
twelve years later by the order of ‘l’sar Alexander I. 
During the happy period of its service, however, the 
Russian Bible Society published the first Russian 
New ‘Testament in the Holy Synod Version and dis- 
tributed about 500,000 copies of the Holy Scriptures 
in Russian and other languages. 

It was also especially appropriate that this Christ- 
mas gift of Holy Scriptures was made through Metro- 
politan Gregory of Leningrad and Novgorod, for 
almost all of the translation and publication of Rus- 
sian New ‘Testaments in the Holy Synod Version took 
place in the Nevsky Monastery at St. Petersburg. It 
was here also that most of the Scriptures issued by the 
Russian Bible Society were printed on the Holy Sy- 
nod Press. Metropolitan Gregory was formerly pro- 
fessor of Old Testament in the Seminary in Lenin- 
grad, and carries with him at all times a copy of the 
Russian Bible printed in 1908.

While in New York the Metropolitan indicate 
that there were twenty seminaries now open in Ru: 
sia and that the Ancient Greek Testaments donate 
by the American Bible Society will be put to goo 
use in these seminaries. 

No one who remembers the heroic resistance of th 
people of Russia to the Nazi war machine can eve

forget that Leningrad held out magnificently for 9 
days, and that, to keep supplies flowing into the cit 
railroad tracks were laid over the ice on Lake Lado 
in the winter. 

The American Bible Society is proud to reco 
that in 1926 it provided the funds for setting up 
Old and New Testament in Russian in the new o 
thography by the official government press in Leni 
grad. One edition of 25,000 Bibles was printed fro 
these plates in Leningrad with the help of the Briti 
and Foreign Bible Society. There was also an e 
tion of 10,000 Bibles in a reduced size published 
Kiev; then the plates disappeared. Since then the 
has been no printing of Russian Bibles in Russi 
The Holy Synod no longer has its former Bibl 
printing plant for publishing the Word of God. 

To help supply Russian Christians outside of R 
sia the Gospel of St. Mark was set up by the Americ 
Bible Society in New York in 1927, and the Gosp 
of St. Matthew, St. Luke and St. John in 1942. T 
New Testament and Psalms was then completed 
1945 and finally the Bible in September 1947. 
other Scriptures are known to have been set up 
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aphy in the Holy Synod Version any- 
the United States. It was providential, 
fore, that the first edition of 25,000 copies of the 
sty’s Russian Bible was completed in the United 
s in September 1947, just at the time when Met- 
litan Gregory was here. What better Christmas 
sent can there be to show the good will of thirty- 
e million American Christians to their fellow 
ristians in Russia, than the Gospel story of the 
Prince of Peace? 

The American Bible Society is confident that its 
‘many friends will continue to make generous gifts, 
o that additional shipments of the Russian Scriptures 
hat it alone is now able to supply may be forwarded 
‘promptly to the churches and Christian people of 
Russia. 

__ As the first Russian New Testament published by 
the Holy Synod dates from 1822 and its first whole 
sible in one volume from 1889, and as there has 
en no printing of the Holy Scriptures in Russia 
ce 1926, it is evident that here is a vast field in 
vhich the good seed of the Gospel can be sown.

Then came the long years of Japanese control 
which culminated in that bitter period of the last 
years of the recent war, when the military authorities

Such references, of course, were an affront to the 
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institute the newly born American Bible Society; let 
us now show our good will to the people of Russia by 
supplying them with just as many copies of the Holy 
Scriptures as we can. : 

In accepting the Christmas gift mentioned above, 
Metropolitan Gregory wrote: 


I am indeed delighted of having met such wonderful 
Christian attitude not only directed to me personally, as a 
representative of His Holiness the Patriarch of Moscow 
and all Russia, Alexei, but what is more important, by 
that most precious attitude of your Society towards the 
spiritual needs of our religious people in Russia. I really 
am in a very hard position to find words which could ex- 
press my gratitude for what you are ready to offer as a gift 
of such importance to our people, the thousands and thou- 
sands of Holy Bible. Will you then accept my most sin- 
cerest expression of true gratitude for your generosity in a 
true Christian spirit of neighborly understanding toward 
our good people. 


At a special, meeting held in the Bible House on 
October 30, 1947, Metropolitan Gregory presented 
to the Society an ikon in which appeared the text: 
““A new commandment I give unto you, That ye love 
one another; as I have loved you, that ye also love 
one another. By this shall all men know that ye are 
my disciples, if ye have love one to another.’’—John 
1554,905- 

May the Christian people of the United States and 
the Christian people of Russia ever unite in the fel- 
lowship of the Gospel that makes us all children of 
one Father and brethren in Christ Jesus, whom we 
both worship and serve! 


Korea Calls 


Reporting an Official Request coming from a Union Meeting 
of all Missions and Church Workers, held last summer in Seoul

exalted idea of the status of the Japanese Emperor. 
When one adds together the effect of this edict of 
mutilation, the gradual wear and tear upon long- 
used Bibles during the seven years when all Scripture 
production in Korea was forbidden, and the fact that 
no books were imported during that period, he can 
be assured that by 1945 the famine for the Word had 
become intense in Korea. 

During 1946 and 1947 the American Bible Society 
printed in this country and shipped to Seoul 56,000 
New Testaments in the Korean language, to be dis- 
tributed by the newly formed Korean Bible Society 
with the assistance of the chaplains of our occupation 
forces. On the arrival of the first of these books, Mr. _ 


is, 


E. T. Chung, Secretary of the Korean Bible Society, 
wrote: “It was just the sweet rain after many years 


of continued drought.” 


How great was the drought is reflected in the fact 
that by the time the 56,000 books had all arrived, 
orders for 90,000 had been received. Of course, it 
was necessary to install a rationing system and super- 
vise the dispensing of the precious books with the 
greatest care, to avoid the creation of a black market. 
No praise is too high for the assistance given in this 
work by the chaplains of the American Army, who 
helped get copies of the Testaments to places which 
were quite inaccessible to civilian transport facilities.

Naturally, the 56,000 New Testaments were quick- 
ly gone—and long before the second printing of 
70,000 could reach the country from America. ‘These 
are now on the way, together with 250,000 Gospel 
portions. 

Meanwhile last August, at a union meeting of the 
Christian forces of Korea, a report was made by Mr. 
Chung for the Korean Bible Society which included 
the following paragraph: 


Resolved, that we express our thanks to the American 
Bible Society for the gift of 100,000 Korean New Testa- 
ments (approximately 126,000 were shipped) and at the 
same time request it to supply the Korean Bible Society 
200,000 New Testaments annually for the next five years; 
a quarter of a million copies of the whole Korean Bible as 
soon as possible; and 50,000 English New Testaments of

the Army type, and 15,000 Russian New Testaments— 
these last, especially the English ones, to be sent immedi- 
ately if possible, as they are in great and urgent demand by 


high-school and university students. 


In a letter transmitting this report,*Rev. William 
Scott of the Canadian Mission, writing in behalf of 
the union meeting, stated that the leaders wondered 
why, when quantities of Scriptures so much greater 
had been sent to Japan, Korea’s needs were reckoned 
so modestly. Mr. Scott further explained that the 
resolution made no mention of Gospel portions, since 
it was felt that only a complete Bible or New Testa- 
ment would fill the need and win a place in the new 
popular demand for reading material. ““The only 
books,” wrote Mr. Scott, “that are being given wide- 
spread opportunity are Communist books. There are 
various reasons for this. Most of the printing presses 
are in Communist hands; almost all the printers and 
their helpers are Communists; paper is secured— 
often by underground channels—from North Korea; 
and undoubtedly the Communist press in the South 
is highly subsidized from Northern sources. One fur- 
ther reason is, that most of the able writers have

Mr. Scott then explained that the New Testa- 
ments from America were the most attractive books 
on the market and said that if it were possible for the 
American Bible Society to comply with the request 
for 200,000 copies annually for the next five years, it 
would enable the Christian leaders in Korea to 
launch a movement that would place a Bible or New: 
Testament in the hands of every high-school and 
college student and in tens of thousands of homes. 
“With the present eagerness,’ he continues, “for 
reading in their own language, it is hard to estimate 
what this might mean for the Christian Church and 
for the new Korean nation as a whole... .

HE Guajira Indians, who comprise the largest 
lowland Indian tribe in South America (about 
47,000), populate the Guajira Peninsula in northeast 
Colombia. This 8,000-square-mile region is desert- 
e with its cactuses, undersized trees, sand and hot 
winds. While some of the Indians live with the mes- 
tizos in more or less civilized villages, in the main the

G ajira live in their own small villages scattered over 
the peninsula, where their principal occupation is 
ii ttle-raising, with some agriculture during the rainy 
eason. 
Probably half of the Indians understand Spanish 
1 varying degrees. About a third speak it; but un- 
guestionably Guajira, their own tongue, is the lan- 
ssuage of their homes and of their hearts. We, with 
our precious heritage of the English Bible, have 
: own so accustomed to it that we rather take it for 
granted. But suppose there were no translation of the 
Bible in English: think of the misery, the darkness 
and the slavery to sin that would be ours! This is the 
Madition’ of every tribe which does not have the 
Word of God in its own language. Naturally the 
‘Bible needs to be read, believed and practiced, but 
‘first it must be there. 
- One of the main difficulties in working out the 
‘translation of St. Mark was to find faithful inform- 
ants, not only faithful in attendance but in applica- 
tion. It is hard to get them to think a thing through, 
to find the best equivalent for such words as ‘peace’, 


redemption’, ‘pardon’, ‘faith’, ‘salvation’, etc. The 
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ments would require, it is estimated, $487,000. If 
some of these books could be published either in 
Korea or Japan with materials sent from this country, 
it would greatly reduce the cost. The Society is plan- 
ning to do all it can in 1948 to meet this request. It 
could be fully and triumphantly met, together with 
all the other needs presented on the pages of this 


issue, if the membership of the Society could be lifted 
to 500,000. 


Guajira Tongue 


Toward the end of 1944 packages of copies of the first translation of the Gospel of St. Mark into the 
Guajira language left New York for Colombia. Rev. William E. Thompson, who, with his wife, 
made the translation, has sent the following account of his work and his people 


ideas are usually there, but not with the same dimen- 
sions as we think of them in English. Several inform- 
ants from different regions were used in order to 
cover the variations. ‘The Lord’s hand was seen in the 
providing of an informant from the upper Guajira 
section, for we found a man who was visiting in the 
neighborhood and looking for work. The translation: 
was begun in 1941. Early in January of 1945 a fellow 
missionary saw the first package of printed books in 
the post office and rushed the package to us. Printed 
on good paper, in diglot form and with attractive red 
covers, this first part of the Bible in Guajira surely 
looked good to our eyes. 

We are working now to improve the reading charts, 
for unless the Indians are taught to read, the Gos- 
pels will be of little use. Past experience has shown 
that the average Indian, while fascinated with the 
sketches on the reading charts, does not persevere in 
the difficult task of learning to read. We pray that 
with the incentive of these well-printed Gospels they 
will be encouraged to keep at it. 

The next goal is the entire New Testament. It 
means hard work. The difficulties are many and the 
work will require years. But the Guajira Indians are 
worth it, and we believe the Lord would have it done. 
May there be many who will dedicate themselves to 
the task of praying the New Testament into Guajira! 
A rough draft of a translation of St. Luke is now being 
restudied and checked, to find words that are under- 
stood in all the Guajira districts.

HRISTIANS believe that the Bible is good medi-

the beginning.”

In addition, hundreds of thousands of English 
Bibles, Testaments and Gospels have also been sent 
to these Scripture-hungry people.

Now the Japanese Christians have their own print- 
ing facilities—the former royal Toyahawa printing 
plant at Nagoya. This plant has been given a 
priority for the printing of Scriptures by the Japan 
Bible Society. 

Already the Japanese have approved an initial 
trial edition of 2,000 copies of Psalms 1-41—a 64- 
page, new translation in a Japanese colloquial style. 
This first edition will test the popularity of a new 
version, to see whether it will speak to the Japanese 
people with even more aptness and warmth than the 
present version. As this experimental ‘edition is 
printed it will test also the facilities of a press which, 
if it answers the Scripture needs of the Japanese 
people, will be taxed to its limits for many months, 
perhaps years, to come. 

For the prodigious undertaking of publishing 
Scriptures in Japan, materials are needed —materials 
which do not exist in Japan; materials therefore 
which we must supply through the American Bible 
Society.

Germany Carries On 


ICENSES for the export of raw cotton, potato flour, 
hog bristles, glue, starch, waste paper and binders? 
board have recently been secured for shipment of 
these materials to Germany for the expansion of the 
already encouraging beginnings of the revival of 
Scripture production there. It is expected that from 
these materials, dispensed through the Evangelisches 
Hilfswerk in Bremen, there may be produced this 
year, in various convenient sizes, 1,135,000 German 
New Testaments, 700,000 German Bibles and 20,000 
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Ancient Greek Testaments for seminary and other 
Bible students. 

The two accompanying pictures tell the happy 
story, which it is hoped may go on until the German 
people, so devoted to the Bible but so tragically 
short of copies of it, may again be well supplied. 

The larger picture was taken in the printing 
plant of the Wiirttemberg Bible Society. The oper- 
ator is running the printed sheets of the New Testa- 
ment through the folding machine. The smaller 
picture reveals a happy little child on her way to 
her home among the ruins from attending Sunday 
school in the barracks church in Stuttgart. In her 
hand is one of the New Testaments made in Germany 
from materials sent there by the American Bible 
Society last year. 

Is there any better way to restore Germany and all 
Europe than this?

IKE all clergymen, I do a regular amount of 
Bible reading—for devotional purposes, and in 

an effort to keep my preaching hitched where it 
should be—to God’s Word. When there was at hand,

just as Lent came last year, a new and comfortable- 
to-the-hand volume of the Bible, the thought sud- 
denly struck me that it would be an interesting and 
profitable experience to read it through from cover 
to cover during Lent. 

In the back of my mind, perhaps, was the recollec- 
tion of something very impressive that Chaplain 
Miles DePagter, U.S.N.R., had written from South 
America in a circular letter to his friends and rela- 
tives. Part of what he had written was this: “Since 
leaving the country, I have had the opportunity of 
preaching in Army and Navy camps, and tomorrow 
I am preaching aboard a ship here in the harbor. 
As far as my own spiritual life is concerned, I must 
confess that the things I have seen and heard and felt 
have driven me to my knees and to regarding the 
Scripture more than I ever did before. I have found 
a great blessing from reading large sections of His 
Holy Word at a time, instead of just a chapter or two. 
The picture is very different that way. One has a 
greater sense of walking close to God, when sin is so 
prevalent and accepted as it is here.” 
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Without any ceremony I commenced reading the 
Bible through in Lent. I had read it through in 
earlier years, before my understanding of it had been 
as good as it is now. I did not set myself any definite 
number of pages for each day. I just kept the book 
with me and picked it up for as long a period of 
reading as I could manage daily, at the office or at 
home in the evening. 

Folks who saw me carrying my Bible or who in- 
terrupted my reading from time to time, and to whom 
I mentioned that I had set myself the program of 
reading it through during Lent, registered surprise 
that one should think of reading the whole Bible in 
forty days. They seemed to think it a considerable 
task. But in truth it was no task; it was a pleasure, 
and easy. On a calculated average speed of so many 
pages a day (it was about thirty), to finish on sched- 
ule, I was usually well ahead of myself. It was only 
in the last days of Lent, when I had to be much in_ 
the air, visiting the islands of the western Pacific and 
talking with friends, that I lost momentum. But it 
was easy to finish on time and to give to the free hours 
of Holy Week a reading of the Book of Revelation and 
its picture of the New Jerusalem. | 

I think I shall do it again another year. And I shall 
follow it then, as I did this year, by the subsequent | 
reading of some book that deals with the Bible. It was | 
done with no pole-sitter’s exhibitionist complex. I did 
it just for the joy of doing it and got a lot of downright 
pleasure and profit out of it. 

We’re going ahead so slowly with the saving of a 
dirty and mixed-up world. I’ve long been of the opin- 
ion that our basic problem is one of a better under- 
standing of the Bible. Our Christian people are so_ 
terribly ignorant of what it contains. Whole millions 
even of churchmen have wrong ideas about it. It’s 
not a taboo, a charm; it is an unexplored treasure, a 
revelation of God’s inspired messengers’ records of 
their thoughts and experiences! Too often it is like 
the household medicine cabinet—something to which - 
people with aches or pains go to, to get a dose of this 
or that; and otherwise it means nothing to them. Let 
the Bible be everything it should be—a read and 
studied book enjoyed with the joy of the Lord!
